Fire Extinguishers should be provided wherever necessary and also no -objection certificate must be obtained 
from the Fire Service Authority . 


10 . Rain Water Harvesting must be provided as per the G . O . Ms. No .138 , MA & WS department, dated 11 - 10 -02 
and the arrangements should follow the contour at the site .
